juries received in an automobile ac- 
cident on the Calgary and Edmonton 
trail, about three miles south of We- 
taskiwin, on Saturday, September 17, 
1927, about nine o’clock p.m.; the said 
car being driven at the time of the 
accident by Edgar Rosenroll of We- 
taskiwin.” 

The above is the verdict as handed 
down by the jury which sat at the 
inquest Tuesday evening. The investi- 
gation. was conducted by Dr. A. S. 
McColgan, coroner, and Sergt. Broad- 
vibb, and the jury was composed of 
D. MacEachern, foreman; Chas. H. 
Boyer, Chas. D. Enman, Alex. Sims, 
George Gothard and H. R. French. 


Otto Naeff was the first witness and 
he stated the ‘deceased was a native 
of Switzerland; he had known him 
for a year and a half; he had viewed 
the remains at the undertaking par- 
lors and they were those of Emil 
Vaterlaus, 

Hans yon Allmen informed the jury, 
through Mr, Runte, who acted as in- 
terpreter, that he came over on the 
boat with Vaterlaus and he had met 
him several times since they arrived 
in the Wetaskiwin district. On Sat- 
urday, deceased, another man and him- 
self had driven to town from New 
Norway. They went to the hotel and 
had three drinks of beer. After sup- 
per at the hotel, Edgar Rosenroll told 
them he would soon be ready to go to 
Hobbema to meet a number of other 
boys who were natives of Switzerland. 
Before leaving we went to Rosenroll’s 
house. Vaterlaus asked if he had 
something to warm.them up and Edgar 
Rosenroll brought out a flask contain- 
ing about a pint of whiskey, Each one 
‘Water, 
Vaterlaus put the flask in his pocket 
while Rosenroll was absent from the 
room, it was between 8:30 and 9 
o'clock when they got into the car. 
Rosenroll owned the car and he was 
the driver. I sat in the back seat and 
Vaterlaus was in the front. The 
party went to Rosenroll’s office for 
song books. I sat in the car while 
Rosenroll and Vaterlaus went into the 
office to get the books. We then left 
for Hobbema. We were singing and 
Vaterlaus caught the steering wheel 
five or six times on the way down. 
This caused the car to swerve. When 
we got about three miles down and 
when Vaterlaus leaned over again, I 
heard a crack. I don’t know what 
happened, as I was thrown out and I 
don’t remember. The car was off the 
grade on the left hand side before I 
heard the crack. I was lying about 
four feet from the car, next to town, 
and the front of the car was facing the 
road and I was on ‘he right side. 
Rosenroll and J got up at the same 
time, and Vaterlaus was lying on the 
left hand side and in front of the car 


nose or mouth, We asked him a 
question and he did not answer, My 
back was acheing and I sat down be- 
side the road for two or three min- 
utes. The bottle was showing out of 
Vaterlaus’ pocket and Rosenroll want- 
ed to know where it came from, and 
I told him it was fromm his home. Wit- 
ness thought Rosenroll hid it and I 
have ‘not seen it since. Rosenroll 
said he would have to report the ac- 
cident and we went towards the near- 
est light, which was on our way to 
Hobbema, After walking a short dis- 
tance we met a car and stopped it. It 
was a small car and we were told to 
stop a larger car which was following 
as there would be more room, We re- 
turned to the accident in this car. 
We remained there until the police 
came. We knew Vaterlaus was dead 
before we left him. The police sent 
us to a doctor by a stranger to me, 
and I do not know the doctor’s name. 
At the doctor's office I sat in a chair 
and Rosenroll went into the other 
room and had his face washed and 
examined, Rosenroll and the doctor 
then went to the scene of the accident 
while I remained in the office. Upon 
their return the doctor took me to the 
hospital. I had only one drink of 
whiskey with Rosenroll and felt sober 
when we left Wetaskiwin. Vaterlaus 
and Rosenroll looked sober to me I 
do not know how fast Rosenroll was 
driving the car, as I did not see the 
speedometer, but it did not seem to 
be very fast. 


Edgar Rosenroll, in his evidence, 
said he knew Emil Vaterlaus since last 
spring. On Saturday last he came into 
my office with von Allmen. A Swiss 
re-union was being held at Habbema 
andthe party et’ at our oflice abou 
eight o’clock to go out. I met von 
Allmen and Vaterlaus at the hotel and 
we went to the house for the car and 
we had a drink of whiskey. They did 
not appear to have had a drink before. 
I had a glass of beer before this at 
the hotel. I do not know if they had 
another drink or not. I drive a Chev- 
rolet coach and Vaterlaus was sitting 
with me and von Allmen was in the 
back seat. We stopped at the office 
for books and started for Hobbema. 
The road was in good shape and I was 
driving at a speed between 35 and 40 
miles an hour for a while, after which 
I slowed up a little, The two pas- 
sengers were singing but I was not. 
Vaterlaus was in a playful mood and 
he reached over and grabbed the 
steering wheel about three times, I 
told him to stop and pushed his hand 
away. I kept driving right along. 1 
did not think seriously about the mat- 
ter until I was in the ditch, I slacken- 
ed from 35 to 40 miles an hour to 
about 385 miles. I saw the curve and 
as I tried to turn it I lost control of

Co-Operative Confidence Most 
Essential, So Declares Brownlee 


Vancouver, B.C., Sept. 15.—The re- 
cent decision of the railway board, 
reducing the rate on westbound grain, 
shifts many miles to the eastward the 
great divide of wheat traflh:, Pre; 
mier J. E Brownlee, of Alberta, told 
delegates to the Cauadian chamber of 
commerce convention last night at 
Chilliwack, What removal of the 
boundary eastward of the boundary 
line between the area shipping grain 
east and that sending it west meant, it 
was unnecessary to explain, he said, 
“because everyone knows what that 
means—to Vancouver.” 

Mr, Brownlee’s address, the third 
speech given before the convention by 
prairie premiers in three nights, was 
the feature of the banquet tendered by 
the Vancouver Board of Trade and 
brought the three-day conference to a 
close, 

Premier’s Appeal 

The Alberta premier's address was 
an appeal to the chamber to aid in 
driving home the need of co-operative 
confidence in the future of Canada. 

The door of opportunity stood open 
in Canada today as not before in 
many years, he believed. Retarded 
though it had been by the economic 
strain of the war, the Dominion, nev- 
ertheless had manifest advantages, 

“First,” he said, “we have lower tax- 
ation than other countries, unless it 
it is the United States, 


“Second, we have fewer labor 
troubles than almost any other coun- 
try. I know of no other where the re- 
lations between capital and labor are 
more harmonious. 

Greater Resources 

“Third, we have an opportunity for 
the development of natural resources 
that no other country possesses, not 
even the United States, 

“T appreciate the necessity of de- 
veloping industry, but if we are to 
reach our full development attention 
must not be placed so much on in- 
dustry. It must be concentrated on 
our natural resources, and the great: 
est of these is agriculture.” 

Stressing the importance of agri- 
culture, Mr. Brownlee pointed out that 
if Alberta’s record crop this year of 
168,000,000 bushels were safely har- 
ince would receive between $50,000,000 
vested before the snow came, the prov- 
and $60,000,000 more than it ever de- 
rived from its crop before. 

This meant increased purchasing 
power, and greater purchasing power 
meant that industry would be able to 
take care of itself, and general pros- 
perity would ensue, he said. 

If attention were paid to fundament- 
al things and the foundations laid 
broad and deep for growth, he con- 
tended immigration would also take 
care of itself and Canada would have 
no difficulty competing with the Unit- 
ed States,

MAROONED ON SHORES 
OF LAKE WINNIPEG 


Winnipeg, Sept. 19.—Reports  re- 
ceived from Grand and Victoria 
beaches early this morning indicated 
that the gale which lashed Lake 
Winnipeg, Saturday and Sunday and 
marooned nearly 400 persons at the 
Canadian National railway summer 
resorts, was dying down. Cut off from 
the outside world, it was feared that 
the people, mainly residents of Win- 
nipeg, who were taking a final week- 
end at their summer homes, might run 
short of food, but the moderation of 
the gale gives promise of prompt re- 
lief. Early today a train carrying 
food left Winnipeg for Baconia, from 
which it will be conveyed to the cot- 
tages by boat. The C.N. tracks two 
miles south of Grand Beach are under 
three feet of water, while at Alfred, 
between Victoria and Grand Beaches, 
tracks are also inundated, cutting off | 
temporarily the castern shore of the! 
summer colony from rail communica- 
tions, 

Late Saturday aternoon the wind, 
which had been churning the lake 
waters, turned to a gale. Throughout 
the remainder of the night and Sun- 
day, 15-foot waves pounded the shore 
line in the maddest carouse of Lake 
Winnipeg for years.

Freer trade relations between the 
United States and Canada must 
eventually come, he said, in a brief 
reference to tariffs.

Record Crop in 


This Province 


and Yield Good Through West 


Winnipeg, Sept. 17.—The wheat pro- 
duction of the three prairie provinces 
this year is placed at 424,312,185 bush- 
els in the preliminary estimate of the 
Manitoba Free Press. 
night. This estimate is based on per- 
gonal inspection of a staff of agricul- 
tural experts who have covered more 
than 8,700 miles of territory and from 
reports of local correspondents, 

The estimated oat production is 
shown as 280,300,458; barley 82,618, 
009; rye 14,879,980; flax 3,761,399. 

Compared with the estimate of the 
Dominion government report, issued 
last Monday, the Free Press figures 
are approximately: Wheat $,000,000 
bushels lower; oats, 52,000,000 bush- 
els lower; barley 6,000,000 bushels 
higher; rye 1,000,000 bushels higher 
and flax 1,200,000 higher. 

The report fully supports -predic 
tions which have been made from 
time to time of a record wheat crop 
in Alberta. The Free Press inyesti- 
gators estimate the yield in this 
province at 175,028,000 bushels, which 
surpasses the government estimate 
by nearly 7,000,000 bushels, This 
total is about 30,000,000 bushels higher 
than the production in 1923, the year 
of Western Canada’s bumper crop. 

Edmonton, Sept. 15.—That any re- 
ported damage to the cereal crops in 
Alberta is negligible following the frost 
of Wednesday night after severe rains, 
is the opinion of the provincial de-

partment of agriculture at Edmonton, 

On Thursday a close check-up over 
the telephone was made by otficials of 
the department and all the main grain 
growing centres were heard from. 

Reports as they came in, dispelled 
all fears of serious trouble, and proved 
that Alberta’s tremendous 1927 wheat 
crop is safe, 

Provincial government field men 
and Dominion government experi- 
mental farms in all parts of the prov:

Winnipeg, Man., Sept. 19.—Cutting 
and threshing operations were sus:

as the result of heavy general rains, 
While it is uncertain how far damage 
from rust, frost and olher causes has 
extended, it is freely conceded that the 
crop will be a heavy one according to 
the weekly report issued today by the 
agricultural department of the Cana:

Farmer Helps 

With the help of J. Moefle, of 
Riviere Qui Barre, Alta, who took an 
interest in his scheme, he has built 
this summer on Mr, Hoetle's farm his 
first actual grain drying apparatus. 
From the roudway at the entranee to 
the villuge one sees what may bea 
UBC BANBES 9° emped penn 4h Joft 
VOT Matis reer Vi Whee reagth, 
The building is 80 feet long by 14 feet 
wide and about 25 feet high. On the 
outside wall appear nine lateral slots 
set three feet apart, which allow air 
into nine Ventilating racks running up 
fo the top of the building. These racks 
are about six inches wide, composed 
of boards, hinged and set atoan angle | 
all the way up, so that there is an air! 
space of about four inches between 
cach. The boards are of the nature of 
shutters and ean be elosed or opened 
these meks, occupying each three feet 
fo any required spaee. In between 
of space, are placed grain heads, which 
avo tilled into the building through the | 
root made of hinged doors, The air 
ireulates from the lateral slots, up! 
through the racks and then through 
the youtilator on the roof, drying and

maturing the grain. Thus, according 
to the inventor, there is no ‘danger of 
tough, spoiled or bleached grain, and a 
good hard grade {s ensured. 
Harvesting Simple 

The method of harvesting is simple. 
The grain heads are merely taken off 
with a header, which is an inexpensive 
machine, and are carried up through 
the roof of the drying building by a 
straw carrier worked by a small en- 
gine, After that the heads are al- 
lowed to dry out and may remain any 
indefinite time until the farmer wishes 
to do ‘his threshing. For threshing 
purposes doors are made in one end 
of the building at the foot and the 
heads are simply raked out on, to the 
steel apron spread at the foot of an 
ordinary thresher feeder, 

For about $1,000 a drying building 
could be constructed large enough to 
look after the grain of a quarter-sec- 
tion, the inventor claims, The trial 
building on the Hoefle farm at Morin- 
ville is said to be housing 35 acres of 
crop and cost $160. The benefits 
claimed by Mr. Rettinger are the eli- 
mination of twine, stooking, hauling in 
harvest and the cufting out of the 
harvest rush. The farmer can get on 
his land as soon as he hag finished 
cutting. He can thresh whenever he 
likes, and thus distribute his labor 
bill over the slack seasons. The long 
stubble can either be burned off or 
plowed in, according to the farmer’s 
wishes, and burning will kill weeds. 
It is also claimed that more bushels 
to the acre will result as a header 
does not waste grain, Threshing is, 
not done in a hurry, the grain is hard, 
and there is the elimination of the 
straw pile, 


Unique Instruments 
Brought Into Play in 
Operation on Ocean 


Details of a feat of surgery off Cape 
Horn, carried out under almost in- 
credible conditions with — scissors, 
safety pin, bent spoons, clothes-pegs 
and meat-hooks as implements, but 
ending in success, were related by the 
officers and crew of the Common- 
wealth and Dominion Line steamer 
“Port Auckland” as she moved {nto 
dock at Woolwich, London, England, 
iwo weeks ago. 

The central figure is the young New 
Zealand surgeon who was on his way 
io England for the first time. He is 
On A. S. Hetherington, just 25 
studied medicine at Dunedin Univer- 
sity.’ 

As the ship was about to round 
Cape Horn on June 28, this young sur- 
eon found that a fireman, A, J. Mer- 
ton, had appendicitis. 

Although he had no implements and 
no qualified assistants, Dr. Hethering- 
ton decided that an operation wag im- 
perative. In the rough sea the ship 
was rolling heavily, but the engines 
were stopped and the dining saloon 
was chosen as an operating theatre. 
Arc lights were brought and assistants 
called for, 

Among the half-dozen passengers 
was an English woman, Miss Swindell, 
the only woman on board, who during 
the war had some experience as a 
V.A.D, She and two of the officers 
were the surgeon’s assistants, 

To administer the anaesthetic a tea 
strainer was covered with a towel, and 
this was placed over the patient's 
nose, Ether and chloroform were 
sprinkled from a bottle until the pa- 
tient was unconscious and through- 
out the operation, which lasted from 
midnight until 3 a.m., the surgeon had 
lo watch the eyes of his patient to 
see that he was not coming round, 
ordering more anaesthetic from time 
to time, 

The eut was made with great difli- 
culty with a small pair of scissors, the 
patient’s tongue was fastened by 
means of a safety-pin stuck through 
it, and the wound was kept open by 
means of bent spoons. Clothes-pegs 
and meat-hooks were also employed. 
Down below in the kitehen the cook 


kept his ovens at boiling heat for 
hours sterilizing the instruments. 
Miss Swindell nursed the patient 


day and night, back to health, and as 
one of the officers said, “she and the 
doctor undoubtedly saved his life.”

Snow an Important 
National Asset 


Janet Munro has written in the Fin- 
ancial Post an article on snow as a 
national asset to Canada, and takes up 
in some detail the advantages of our 
regular and fairly heavy winter pre- 
cipitation, The advantages are sum- 
med up under five heads: transporta- 
tion for the lumber industry,-assistance 
to trappers and travellers, benefits to 
agriculture, power development, and 
stimulation of tourist trade, 

The first stage in lumbering opera- 
tions is in the woods, The problem of 
logging is the problem of cheap trans- 
portation of the logs to the mill and 
requires, in almost all parts of the | 
Dominion, an early, cold and prolonged | 
winter, followed by a summer season 
of high water, both conditions de- 
pendent on the snowfall, Snow, with 
its complement, ice, is the universal 
leveller, providing a highway over 
rocks, rivers and lakes, and a good 
roadbed through the forest lanes, On 
the average, logs are hauled eight to 
fifteen miles from where they are cut. 
Until the rivers are icebound the logs 
must be piled on skidways along the 


banks to be rolled on the ice later. If,!

and when, the river is frozen over, the 
logs are dumped over the bank and, 
with practically no further labor, 
transport themselves down with the 
ice in the spring, the work of the 
river-drivers being merely incidental 
in the “moving accidents of flood and 
field.” In the absence of logging rail- 
ways the operation of loading logs on 
sleighs is infinitely easier than that of 
logging on wagons. The snow provides 
a smooth surface which may be made 
still smoother by sprinkling, enabling 
a team to accomplish the work of a 
dozen horses on a dirt road or, if 
tractors are used, the saving is in 
gasoline, 

It is the snow and severe weather 
that makes Canadian furs longer, 
thicker and glossicr than the furs of 
milder countries, All northern com- 
merce is carried on on snow with rein- 
deer, dogs, snowshoes or skis. With 
a snow-crust hunters on snowshoes 
can overtake deer and other hoofed 
animals, The snowy landscape is a 
Map on which are traced. the move- 
ments of all the animals of the region 
for the trapper to read. The crop of 
fur is sure, it is not a gamble, and its 
harvesting is not expensive or diffi- 
cult, but it requires snow, a long seas- 
on of it. In the Yukon in summer 
His Majesty’s mail conveyance must 
stick to roads or streams, In winter 
the gasoline snow-tractors save scores 
of miles of travel because the whole 
country is levelled of obstructions by 
the snow blanket. The whole eco- 
nomic life of the North, that country 
that promises to be Canada's Eldorado, 
is bound up with snow, 

The snowless areas in northern lati- 
tudes are usually barren of vegetation 
for lack of the protecting snow-blan- 
ket. For snow in its relation to plant 
life is primarily a blanket, many blan- 
kets, the snow increasing month by 
month, adding blanket after blanket, 
until the coldest month, with finally 
the colossal eiderdown of March. 
Winds distribute the snows unequally, 
thus producing important local differ- 
ences in the water content of the soil, 
and hence in the type of vegetation 
and yield of cultivated crops. Where 
winds dry the moisture from the 
ground in summer they do not melt 
the snows of winter except in rare 
cases such as the chinook. Rather 
they pack it, perfecting it as a non- 
conductor, The success whica at 
tends the culture of red clover in 
Northern Ontario is due to an early 
and continuous blanket of snow. Even 
in the comparatively severe climate of 
Manitoba winter wheat and red cloyer 
succeed where there is sufficient snow: 
cover to protact them, 


Not only is the wind a packer o? the 
snow, but the snow !s a packer of the 
soi! where fields are ready in the fall 
for the sowing. Soil-packing lessens 
the airspace and «aids in bringing up 
the moisture. It ‘is particularly im- 
portant in the dry-farming areas. 
Against this must be put the fact that 
on lands which have not been fall- 
plowed the stubble acts as a conserv- 
er, the snow is slower in melting and 
therefore more of it soaks into the 
ground, 

Primarily the function of snow is to 
distribute moisture and its action 
otherwise is incidental, but the Ex- 
perimental Farm at Ottawa has ascer- 
tained by experiments extending over 
seventeen years that snow possesses 
a fertilizing value as a supplier of 
nitrogenous plant food. Nitrogen, so 
necessary to plant life, is washed down 
from the air by the snow and rain, and 
the Ottawa experiments show an 
amount of nitrogen made available by 
this means equal to that provided by 
eight pounds of commercial nitrate of 
soda per acre per annum.

start in life; the Calgary Y.M.C.A. 
could be operated upon its present 
basis for 250 years without further 
financial assisanc2; the boys’ and 
girls’ work boards of Alberta could 
continue their work upon jts present 
basis for 300 years, or Knox Church 
could carry on its Christian work in 
this city for 66 years without ever tak- 
ing up a collection. 

In a vigorous pro:est against the 
spending of this sum to see two men

FOX FARMING GREAT 
ALBERTA INDUSTRY 


The number of silver foxes in Al- 
berta has doubled in the past year, 
according to estimates made by Mr. 
H. S. Oulton, the inspector for the 
Canadian National Silver Fox Breed- 
ers’ Association, who is in Calgary at 
the present time. Last year there were 
3,000 registered foxes in Alberta, and 
there will probably be 3,000 more for 
registration this year, 

There are 76 registered fox ranches 
in Alberta. The number of foxes on 
a ranch varies from a few pair on the 
smaller places, up to 500 pair on the 
largest place, the Colpitt Bros. fox 
farm, which is located southeast of 
Calgary. 

It is the belief of Mr. Oulton that 
the gross profit from the sale of Al- 
berta raised pelts will be more than 
$600,000. There will also be a con- 
siderable profit made from the sale 
of live foxes for breeding purposes. 
At the present: time Alberta ranks 
fourth among the provinces in regard 
to the size of the fox industry. 

Mr. Oulton stated that the stock 


on the Alberta ranches compares 
favorably with the stock elsewhere 
in Canada. Most of the Alberta 
stock originally came from Prince 
Edward Island, the birthplace of the 
industry in Canada, There are some 
very fine animals to be seen on the 
ranches in the province. 

Last year the association took in 
$80,000 from registration fees alone. 
This profit enables it to market the 
pelts for its members free of charge. 
This year the association will prob- 
ably handle $4,000,000 
worth of furs,

If our civilization has a soul it will be 
80 powerful that our children will be 
able to meet the new civilization and 
uphold their ideals. Canada’s only hope 
lies in the advancement of real cul- 
, ture,”

tion of apples or currants which are 
high in pectin content. When fruit 
becomes over-ripe its pectin loses its 
value for jelly-making. It is there- 
fore necessary to use fruit which is 
just ripe or slightly under-ripe, Full 
directions for making jellies and a 
number of recipes are given in the 
bulletin,

One’ year from date of publication 
.n the Canada Gazette new regula- 
‘ons requiring the inspection and 

veding of fruit for exportation 
come into effect. They will require 
that all fresh fruit must be inspected 
and an export inspection certificate 
issued showing the grade before 
leaving the country. 


A record was established at Que- 
hee recently with nine passenger 
vessels arriving and landing pas- 
sengers and mail, the largest num- 
her ever to visit the port at any 
one time. Included in the arrivals 
were the “Empress of Scotland,” 
the  “Montnairn,”. “Montelare,” 
“Marloch” and “Melita” of the 
Canadian Pacific Steamships. 


A new high record of $15,824,- 
821 in gold production of the prov- 
ince of Ontario during the first 
half year is shown in the re- 
port just out, the increase over the 
similar period of last year being a 
quarter of a million, During the 
same half year the total production 
of all minerals in Ontario was $45,- 
108,228, as against $42,584,402 for . 
the same half year of 1926. 


To serve the interests of hundreds 
of farmers in Southern Saskatche- 
wan two new branch lines of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway started 
operation on September 1st, accord- 
ing to announcement by D. C. Cole- 
man, Vice-President, C.P.R. The 
longer of the two lines run from 
Assiniboine south to Coronach, a 
distance of 59 miles, and the second, 
a 27-mile stretch, runs from Brom- 
head to Lake Alma, 


The 100 members of the British 
Newspapers’ Society left Canada 
thoroughly impressed with the op- 
portunities Canada possesses. Their 
impressions are that Canada was 
already great and is_ potentially 
much greater, and they were am- 
azed that so much could have been 
accomplished in Canada in such a 
short time by so few people. They 
sailed from Montreal on the Cana- 
dian Pacific Steamship ‘“Mont- 
clare,” the ship having a large pas- 
senger list.

Approximately 1,000 members of 
the American Legion visited Mont- 
real on their way to Paris, France, 
where they will hold their 9th an- 
nual convention. The people came 
from Idaho, Buffalo, Wisconsin, 
‘Washington, Montana and North 
and South Dakota, Frank X, 
Schwab, mayor of Buffalo, gave the 
Legionnaires of that city a wild 
buffalo to be presented to the citi- 
zens of Paris. They crossed to Ant- 
werp on the “Montnairn” and 
“Montroyal,” both liners in the 
Canadian Pacifie service.
